Jesus addressed the religious leaders of His day so strongly 
when He said in 

Matthew 23:13 &15, “But woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! For you shut up the kingdom of heaven against men; 
for you neither go in yourselves, nor do you allow those who are 
entering to go in. 

15 “Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! For you travel 
land and sea to win one proselyte, and when he is won, you 
make him twice as much a son of hell as yourselves. 


Matthew 15:1-3, Then the scribes and Pharisees who were from 
Jerusalem came to Jesus, saying,?“Why do Your disciples 
transgress the tradition of the elders? For they do not wash their 
hands when they eat bread.”2He answered and said to 
them, “Why do you also transgress the commandment of God 
because of your tradition? 


Matthew 15:6, then he need not honour his father or mother.’ 
Thus you have made the commandment of God of no effect by 
your tradition. 


Matthew 5:20, For | say to you, that unless your righteousness 
exceeds the righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, you will 
by no means enter the kingdom of heaven. 


Matthew 21:31, Which of the two did the will of his father?” 
They said to Him, “The first.” Jesus said to them, “Assuredly, | 
say to you that tax collectors and harlots enter the kingdom of 
God before you.

Matthew 3:1-2, /n those daysJohn the Baptist came 
preaching in the wilderness of Judea,?and saying, “Repent, 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand!” 

Matthew 4:17, From that time Jesus began to preach and to 
say, “Repent, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 


2. The Kingdom has arrived/ come 
Matthew 12:28, But if | cast out demons by the Spirit of 
God, surely the kingdom of God has come upon you. 


3. The Kingdom within you 
Luke 17:21, nor will they say, ‘See here!’ or ‘See there!’ For 
indeed, the kingdom of God is within you.” 


4. Characteristics of the Kingdom 
Romans 14:17, for the kingdom of God is not eating and 
drinking, but righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Spirit. 


5. The beginning of end of Satan 
John 12:31, Now is the judgment of this world; now the ruler of 
this world will be cast out. 
John 16:11, of judgment, because the ruler of this world is 
judged. 


6. Mysteries of the Kingdom 
Matthew 13:11, He answered and said to them, “Because it has 
been given to you to know the mysteries of the kingdom of 
heaven, but to them it has not been given.

King 


Jesus Christ is the fulfilment of the promise that God gave to 


king David. From David’s own body, God would raise up a king, 


whose throne and rule would be forever (2 Samuel 7:8-17). 


This promise will be fulfilled at the second coming of the Lord 


Jesus. The establishing of the kingdom, by the King, can be 


viewed in three stages. 


1. The King came and announced the kingdom but was 


rejected. (Matthew 21:42-43) 


2. The King declares the spiritual kingdom within us by his 


indwelling presence. (Luke 17:21, John 14:21-23) 


3. The King, at his 2"4 Coming, will restore the Davidic 
Monarchy in Himself, re-gather the nation of Israel and 
rule the whole earth for 1000 years. (Matthew 24:27- 
30, Acts 15:14-17, Revelation 20:1-10) 


A. The King Foretold 


2 Samuel 7:12,“When your days are fulfilled and 
you rest with your fathers, | will set up your seed after 
you, who will come from your body, and | will establish 
his kingdom. 


Isaiah 9:6-7, For unto us a Child is born, Unto us a Son is 
given; And the government will be upon His shoulder. 
And His name will be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, Mighty God, Everlasting Father, Prince of 
Peace. 7 Of the increase of His government and peace 
There will be no end, Upon the throne of David and over 
His kingdom, To order it and establish it with judgment 
and justice From that time forward, even forever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this. 


B. The King’s birth Announced 


Luke 1:30-33, Then the angel said to her, “Do not be 
afraid, Mary, for you have found favor with God. #1 And 
behold, you will conceive in your womb and bring forth 
a Son, andshall call His name Jesus. 32He will be 


great, and will be called the Son of the Highest; and the 
Lord God will give Him thethrone of His father 
David. #3 And He will reign over the house of Jacob 
forever, and of His kingdom there will be no end.” 


Luke 2:8-11, Now there were in the same country 
shepherds living out in the fields, keeping watch over 
their flock by night. ?And behold, an angel of the Lord 
stood before them, and the glory of the Lord shone 
around them, and they were greatly afraid. 7° Then the 
angel said to them, “Do not be afraid, for behold, | bring 
you good tidings of great joy which will be to all 
people. 71 For there is born to you this day in the city of 
David a Saviour, who is Christ the Lord.
